The  City  of  Newburyport ' s Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  July  1,  1983  to  June  30,  1984.

Distribution  of  biologies  made  to  various  area  physicians,  nursing  homes, 
schools,  Anna  Jaques  Hospital,  The  Health  Center,  etc.  totaled  13,077 
doses.  The  Director  has  made  at  least  one  trip  each  month  to  Tewksbury 
Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  same,  as  well  as  related  materials 
and  literature. 

Materials  for  TB  testing  have  also  been  supplied  on  a regular  basis  to 
the  Health  Center.  This  department  works  in  close  conjunction  with  that 
organization  on  various  matters  during  the  year. 

Flu  vaccine  distribution  was  made  to  several  physicians,  to  the  Health 
Center  for  its  several  clinics,  and  to  all  nursing  homes  requiring  same 
in  Newburyport  and  vicinity  during  the  months  of  September  and  October.

Much  business  involving  Rubbish  Disposal  (dump  matters) , and  the  upcoming 
awarding  of  a new  contract,  has  been  conducted.  The  dumping  facility  is 
scheduled  for  closing  on  January  1,  1985.  In  addition,  telephone  calls, 
which  are  numerous,  from  citizens  regarding  dumping,  collections,  etc. 
are  usually  handled  through  this  office. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  Health  Department  are  logged  and  those 
requiring  attention  are  taken  in  order  received,  unless  there  are  emer- 
gency situations.  Many  cases  fall  under  the  category  of  "follow-ups," 
and  are  normally  handled  through  appointment. 

The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Mr.  Leo  H.  Murray,  since  his  illness 
has  conducted  his  business  largely  from  his  home.  He  plans  to  resign 
the  position  on  July  1,  1984. 

Mr.  Fram  has,  since  his  appointment  to  the  position  of  Director  of  Public 
Health,  become  a member  of  the  Board  of  the  Newburyport  Health  Center, 
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Community  Action  Inc. , and  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  The 
Salvation  Army. 

A Rabies  Vaccination  Clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  J.  Lyons.  Twenty- 
five  dogs  and  one  cat  were  serviced. 

There  have  been  five  Board  of  Health  meetings  held  during  the  year.  The 
members  of  the  Board  include  Dr.  Gerard  J.  DeLisle,  Chairman,  Dr.  David 
P.  Ingalls,  Member,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Skovron,  Member.

The  City  of  Newburyport ' s Building  Department  hereby  submits  its  Annual 
Report  for  the  Fiscal  Year  July  1,  1983  to  June  30,  1984. 

The  Office  of  the  Community  Building  Department  is,  under  law,  charged 
with  administration  and  supervision  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Public  Safety-in-Buildings  Program,  the  regulations  of  the  State  Uniform 
Building  Code,  the  State  Zoning  Law,  and  the  local  Zoning  Ordinance.  It 
is  also  charged  with  overseeing  all  other  specialized  codes  under  its 
jurisdiction,  such  as  plumbing,  electrical  and  gas. 

Daily  departmental  work  centers  on  zoning  matters,  consultations,  rulings, 
correspondence,  telephoning,  and  working  with,  not  only  the  general  pubiic 
but  realtors,  engineers,  attorneys,  architects,  developers  and  contractors. 
With  the  new  outgrowth  of  the  entire  city,  there  has  been  a large  call  for 
Plans  Reviews.  With  the  upcoming  opening  of  new  subdivisions,  most  note- 
ably  Quail  Run,  much  additional  coverage  of  building  and  zoning  matters 
is  being  required. 

This  year  past  has  been  on  a constant  work  plateau,  even  during  the  colder 
and  usually  more  quiet  months.  Solid  fuel  heating  equipment  (wood  and 
coal  burners) , continues  to  gain  in  popularity,  and  there  were  93  permits 
issued  during  this  reported  period.  Following  issuance  of  permits,  all 
installations  are  inspected  and  certified  by  the  Building  Official.  It 
has  become  the  practice  to  set  aside  one  afternoon  each  week  for  this 
purpose . 

The  Building  and  Zoning  Office  offers  explanation  of  the  various  cate- 
gories touched  upon  in  the  discharge  of  duties.  Building  Permits  include 
all  new  construction  of  any  type  - single  and  multi-family  dwellings, 
industrial  and  commercial  structures,  detached  garages,  outbuildings,  etc. 
Alteration  and  Renovation  Permits  include  any  works  to  existing  structures 
whether  residential,  industrial  or  commercial,  as  well  as  covering  addi- 
tions to  existing  structures.  Swimming  Pool,  Display  Sign  and  Demolition 
Permits  are  self-explanatory.  Renovations  and  rehab  to  older  residential 
use  structures  within  the  community  is  very  much  on  the  increase,  and  the 
city  is  realizing  the  addition  of  many  condominium  units,  both  in  new  and 
existing  buildings. 

During  the  past  Fiscal  Year,  a total  of  423  fee  permits  were  issued,  and 
monies  realized  for  said  permits  totaled  $19,087.60.  A breakdown  of 
permit  activity  follows:

The  major  project  for  FY  '84  was  the  reregistration  of  all  adult  bor- 
rowers. Due  to  budget  cuts,  it  had  been  5 years  since  the  library  borrow- 
ers' records  had  been  updated.  The  new  registration  began  September  1983. 

By  June  30,  1984,  4100  adults  registered  to  use  the  Newburyport  Public  Lib- 
rary. Of  this  total,  3300  are  Newburyport  residents,  792  are  residents  of 
surrounding  communities  and  8 are  out  of  state  borrowers.  The  latter  pay 
a SlO  non-resident  fee  per  year. 

FY  '84  marked  the  first  year  of  the  Hamilton  Room,  the  library's  cli- 
mate controlled  area,  which  houses  local  history  and  genealogy.  There  were 
1112  registered  users.  Researchers  came  from  as  far  away  as  England  to  use 
the  Hamilton  Room  collections.  Inquiries  by  letter  came  from  Europe  and 
many  states  including  Alaska,  Washington,  and  Kentucky.  Doctoral  candidates 
Sind  professors  engaged  in  research  represented  11  university  systems,  in- 
volving Yale,  Harvard,  University  of  Hawaii,  and  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan. The  Hamilton  Room  was  given  a favorable  review  in  the  November  issue 
of  the  Essex  Genealogist,  as  "a  goldmine  and  one  of  the  most  comfortable 
research  rooms  to  be  found  in  Essex  County". 

Many  improvements  were  made  possible  this  year  by  the  influx  of  private 
donations.  The  Hamilton  Room  received  added  support  through  donations  to 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  by  the  Mary  Alice  Arakelian  Foundation,  and 
from  Mr.  & Mrs.  Philip  Stern.  The  funds  were  used  to  purchase  a copy  mach- 
ine, and  to  rebind  and  restore  priority  items  as  part  of  our  long  range 
conservation  program.  The  William  L.  Plante,  Jr.  Foundation  donated  the 
cost  of  microfilming  the  Andrew  J.  Gillis  newspapers,  previously  donated  by 
William  L.  Plante,  Jr.  Reference  books  on  the  environment  were  also  purch- 
ased by  the  Plante  Foundation.  The  library's  portrait  of  Daniel  Webster, 
painted  by  T.  B.  Lawson  was  restored  through  the  generosity  of  the  bequest 
of  Josephine  Driver.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  donated  shelving  for  the 
children's  room  which  helped  alleviate  crowded  conditions.  The  book  col- 
lection at  the  Andrews  Branch  Library  was  enriched  by  matching  donations 
from  Byron  Gynan  and  the  South  End  Branch  Improvement  Association.  The 
most  popular  new  service  of  FY  '84  was  the  provision  of  "Books  on  Tape". 
.This  service,  made  possible  by  the  Newburyport  Lions  and  Kiwanis  Clubs, 
was  especially  appreciated  by  the  sight  impaired. 

Volunteers  have  played  a major  role  in  allowing  us  to  continue  to  pro- 
vide public  services.  The  Hamilton  Room  and  the  South  End  Branch  are  run 
solely  by  volunteers.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  to  service  the 
Nursing  Homes,  under  the  direction  of  Barbara  Moles.  The  children's  room 
has  been  enhanced  by  a group  of  young  adult  volunteers  who  assist  the  chil- 
dren's librarian  in  preparing  for  programs,  shelving  and  charging  out 
books. 

During  the  summer  of  1983  the  children's  room  was  filled  with  a varie- 
ty of  children's  programs,  targeting  several  age  groups.  High  school  stu- 
dents ran  games  such  as  Dungeons  & Dragons  for  3th  and  6th  graders.  Chil- 
dren's librarian,  Maureen  Hardin  offered  2 separate  reading  clubs  for  gr- 
ades 1-5*  Kindergartners  had  a story  hour  twice  a week.  Starting  in  Oct- 
ober, 70  children  attended  preschool  story  hour.  A special  Hallowe'en  pro- 
gram was  held  for  children  in  grades  2-4.  Throughout  the  fall  months,  nur- 
sery schools,  private  day  care  organizations  and  public  school  classes 
came  to  the  children's  room  for  special  programs,  films  and  orientation. 

On  November  30,  Maureen  Horgan  Hardin  resigned  her  position  as  children's 
librarian.  She  was  replaced  by  Jane  Tretler,  who  continuted  pre-school 
story  hour  during  the  spring  of  1984.  National  Library  Week  and  spring 
vacation  week  were  filled  with  music,  puppetry,  poetry,  and  stories.  Thr- 
oughout the  spring  term,  Mrs.  Tretler  and  reference  librarian,  Marianne 
Ventura  worked  with  both  teachers  and  students  enrolled  in  the  Port  Pro- 
grams, the  gifted,  talented  program  within  the  Newburyport  school  system. 

Significant  time  and  money  was  invested  into  building  improvements 
during  FY  '84.  Roof  repairs  were  completed  on  both  the  main  library  and 
the  Andrews  Branch.  The  walls  of  the  old  genealogy  room  were  removed  to 
enlarge  the  reference  department  and  new  shelving  installed.  Electrical 
repairs  were  made  throughout  the  library  and  smoke  detection  added. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Library  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, the  library  staff,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  the  many  people 
who  have  donated  either  their  time  or  funds  to  help  improve  the  quality  of 
library  service  in  Newburyport.

The 
totals  (for  the  fiscal  year)  list  63.49"  of  total  rainfall, 
wich  is  close  to  19"  over  the  average., 

While  it  aided  one  sector  of  our  operation,  it  hindered  the 
amount  of  new  water  main  construction.  The  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  have  embarked  on  an  ambitious  program  of  water 
main  rehabilitation  throughout  the  entire  system.  The  Water 
Department  has  been  granted  over  $550,000.00  in  matching  State 
Chapter  805  Funds  to  effect  this  process.  The  Mayor,  along 
with  the  City  Council,  have  been  quite  helpful  in  facilitating 
the  approval  of  the  Bonding  Process,  Which  will  provide  the  "up- 
front" monies.  Areas  deemed  critical  will  be  completed  first, 
and  other  problem  sections  will  be  renewed  as  money  becomes 
available . 

At  this  time,  all  signs  point  to  a "healthy  climate"  grant-wise 
with  regard  to  State  and  Federal  Funds  to  upgrade  and  modernize 
the  water  infrastructure  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  Water  Works.
